CAPITAL ORDINANCE 491-22 
PROVIDING FOR VARIOUS IMPROVEMENTS IN AND BY THE TOWNSHIP OF LONG HILL, IN THE 

COUNTY OF MORRIS, NEW JERSEY, AND APPROPRIATING $2,550,816.00 THEREFOR FROM 
VARIOUS FUNDS OF THE TOWNSHIP 

 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE TOWNSHIP COMMITTEE OF THE TOWNSHIP OF LONG HILL, IN THE 
COUNTY OF MORRIS, NEW JERSEY AS FOLLOWS: 
 

Section 1 The improvement described in Section 2 of this ordinance is hereby authorized as a 
general improvement to be made or acquired by The Township of Long Hill, in the County of Morris, in the 
State of New Jersey.  For the said improvement or purpose stated in said Section 2, there is hereby 
appropriated the sum of $2,550,816.00, to the extent of $2,403,437.00 from the Capital Improvement 
Fund and a Grant from NJDOT in the amount of $147,379.00. 
 

Section 2 The improvement hereby authorized and the several purposes for the financing of 
which the appropriation is made as provided in Section 1 of this Ordinance are as follows: (a) the 
improvement of Various roads in and by the Township including. but not limited to Main/Central, Poplar, 
King Drive, Essex Street, Norwood Road, Morris Street, Lackawanna Ave, Northfield Road, Waverly Ave 
and  Old Mill Road. Said Improvement shall include reconstruction, surfacing or resurfacing the roadway 
to the extent of Class B construction, together with curbing, structures, storm water drainage, catch 
basins, milling, equipment, work and materials necessary therefor or incidental thereto: (b) Police 



Equipment to include Handgun replacements, Facility Improvements, Traffic calming devices, Ballistic 
Patrol Shields and E-Ticket system: (c) Equipment and apparatus for the Stirling and Millington Fire 
Companies and Long Hill EMS to include turn out gear, hose replacement, Communications equipment 
and replacement Ambulance: (d) Recreation equipment and improvements to Investigation for repairs at 
Spill gate at Stirling Lake, Improvements to Meyersville Playground and Kantor Park Cameras: (e) Public 
Works equipment and Improvements to include a Zero Turn Riding Mower, Backhoe with Hydraulic 
Thumb attachment, snow plow replacements, Tools for Mechanic, Open Trailer, Street Sweeper and 
Styrofoam Recycling Machine: (f) Improvements and repairs to Town Hall Complex: (g) Document 
Digitalization of Records. 
 
All work shall be performed according to plans and specifications therefor on file or to be filed in the office 
of the Township Clerk and hereby approved. 
 

Section 3 The capital budget of the Township is hereby amended to conform with the provisions 
of this ordinance to the extent of any inconsistency herewith and the resolutions promulgated by the Local 
Finance Board showing all detail of the amended capital budget or temporary capital budget and capital 
program as approved by the Director, Division of Local Government Services, are on file with the 
Township Clerk and are available for public inspection. 
 

Section 4 This ordinance shall take effect after final adoption, as provided by law.

CONCERNING PARKING REGULATIONS ON LONG HILL ROAD, AND AMENDING CHAPTER VII OF 

THE TOWNSHIP CODE ENTITLED “TRAFFIC” 
 

 BE IT ORDAINED by the Township Committee of the Township of Long Hill in the County of 
Morris, New Jersey that Chapter VII of the Township Code entitled “Traffic” is hereby supplemented and 
amended as follows: 
 

Section 1. Section 7-12 entitled “Parking Time Limited on Certain Streets” is hereby 
amended by amending the parking restrictions on Main Avenue to read as follows: 
 

7-12     PARKING TIME LIMITED ON CERTAIN STREETS. 
  No person shall park a vehicle for longer than the time limit between the hours listed on any day (except 
Sundays and public holidays) upon any of the following described streets or parts of streets described.

Long Hill Road North 30 min.  All 8:00 a.m.- From Semerad Road to Sunny Slope 
     4:00 p.m.

Section 2. The effectiveness of this ordinance is continued upon signs being erected as 
required by law. 
 
Section 3. Any and all other ordinances or parts thereof in conflict or inconsistent with any of 
the terms hereof are hereby repealed to such extent as they are so in conflict or inconsistent. 
 
Section 4. In case any article, section or provision of this ordinance shall be held invalid in 
any court of competent jurisdiction, the same shall not affect any other article, section or provision 
of this ordinance except insofar as the article, section or provision so declared invalid shall be 
inseparable from the remainder or any portion thereof. 
 
Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect immediately upon final passage and publication 
as required by law.

CONCERNING CAMPAIGN SIGNS AND SUPPLEMENTING AND AMENDING CHAPTER 3 OF THE 

TOWNSHIP CODE ENTITLED “POLICE REGULATIONS” 
 
 WHEREAS, the Township Committee wants to make it clear to candidates for political office 
where they can place campaign signs in Township rights-of-way;  
 
 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Township Committee of the Township of Long Hill 
in the County of Morris, State of New Jersey, that Chapter III of the Township Code entitled “Police 
Regulations” is hereby supplemented and amended as follows: 
 
 Section 1. Subsection 3-12.3-4 entitled “Temporary Signs Permitted Without a Permit” in 
section 3-12 is hereby supplemented and amended to read as follows:  
 

“ 3-12.3-4   Temporary Signs Permitted Without a Permit. 
 

1. The following temporary signs are permitted in all areas, on the subject private lot: only.

2. The following temporary signs are permitted in all areas, on any private lot or in the right-

of-way outside the curb or the paved portion of the roadway with the abutting property 
owner’s permission 
 
 **** 

“h. Political campaign signs shall be permitted in all zones/ Such signs shall not be 

permitted for a period exceeding 31 days in any campaign or event, inclusive of 

primaries, shall not exceed 12 square feet in area and shall be removed within five days 

of the conclusion of the campaign or event.  

i. Political campaign signs shall not be permitted on any of the following Township 

properties or in the right-of-way abutting such municipal properties: 

Municipal Center, 915 Valley Road 

Millington Schoolhouse, 1802 Long Hill Road 

Community Center, South Warren Avenue 

Public Works Department, South Warren Avenue 

First Aid Squad, 949 Valley Road 

Police Headquarters, 264 Mercer Street 

Millington Volunteer Fire Company, 1891 Long Hill Road 

Stirling Fire Company #1, 321 Somerset Street 

Matthew G, Kantor Memorial Park, Valley Road 

Meyersville Circle

ORDINANCE 489-22 

CALENDAR YEAR 2022: ORDINANCE TO EXCEED THE MUNICIPAL BUDGET APPROPRIATION 

LIMITS AND TO ESTABLISH A CAP BANK (N.J.S.A. 40A: 4-45.14) 

 

WHEREAS, the Local Government Cap Law, N.J.S. 40A: 4-45.1 et seq., provides that in the preparation 

of its annual budget, a municipality shall limit any increase in said budget up to 2.5% unless authorized by 

ordinance to increase it to 3.5% over the previous year’s final appropriations, subject to certain 

exceptions; and, 
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WHEREAS, N.J.S.A. 40A: 4-45.15a provides that a municipality may, when authorized by ordinance, 

appropriate the difference between the amount of its actual final appropriation and the 3.5% percentage 

rate as an exception to its final appropriations in either of the next two succeeding years; and,  

WHEREAS, the Township Committee of the Township of Long Hill in the County of Morris finds it 

advisable and necessary to increase its CY 2022 budget by up to 3.5% over the previous year’s final 

appropriations, in the interest of promoting the health, safety and welfare of the citizens; and, 

WHEREAS, the Township Committee hereby determines that a 3.5% increase in the budget for said 

year, amounting to $404,599.51 in excess of the increase in final appropriations otherwise permitted by 

the Local Government Cap Law, is advisable and necessary; and, 

WHEREAS, the Township Committee hereby determines that any amount authorized hereinabove that is 

not appropriated as part of the final budget shall be retained as an exception to final appropriation in 

either of the next two succeeding years. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED, by the Township Committee of the Township of Long Hill, in the 

County of Morris, a majority of the full authorized membership of this governing body affirmatively 

concurring, that, in the CY 2022 budget year, the final appropriations of the Township of Long Hill shall, in 

accordance with this ordinance and N.J.S.A. 40A: 4-45.14, be increased by 3.5%, amounting to 

$404,599.51, and that the CY 2022 municipal budget for the Township of Long Hill be approved and 

adopted in accordance with this ordinance; and,  

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that any amount authorized hereinabove that is not appropriated as part of 

the final budget shall be retained as an exception to final appropriation in either of the next two 

succeeding years; and, 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that a certified copy of this ordinance as introduced be filed with the 

Director of the Division of Local Government Services within 5 days of introduction; and,  

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that a certified copy of this ordinance upon adoption, with the recorded 

vote included thereon, be filed with said Director within 5 days after such adoption.
